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Coat- Armogrs, and in and upon their ſhields : Claudizs Fauchet. | 
Armes were called Symbola, which ſignifieth ſignes, tokens, or markes, given | 


{in time of hoſtility, or of C7vill Tumnlts, by Captaines to their Souldiers, or | 


| by the authors of Rebellion to their pernitious aſſociates and confederates, | 
for diſtinguiſhing of particular perſons,as well among themſclves, as from | 


; their Enemies ; for the better avoiding of ſuch inconveniences (as I ſhall | ' 


preſently ſhew when I come to ſpeake of them, and uſe of Ares.) 


Theſe Armoriall notes(ſo much in uſe with-us at this day)are oftentimes | |

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How far the extent of this word I»ſ#geia, or Enſignes, doth dilateit Tate; 
. ve may perceive by this, that it compriſeth generally all Signes, Markes, 
nd Tokens of honour, due to well-deſerving perſons, either in reſpect of 
heir Government, Learning, Wiſedome, Magnanimity, &c. Theſe albeit 
hey have no government annexed to them, yet have they in them much 
honour, and eſtimation, as were thoſe Pontificall Ornaments, and Enlignes, 
berewith Simeon the bigh PrieiF was adorned and furniſhed at ſuch time as 
he went to meet Alexander, by means whereof his fury was appealed, In the 
Jike ſort did Pope Leo attire himſelf when he went to meet Atty/1a the Sythian 
Prince 5 who having ſubdued the Country of Hungary, and deſtroyed Aqui- 
ia in Italy, came forwards to Rome with like intent. So alſo did Pope Bene 
dif mitigate the fury of Totila, as if there Jurked ſome ſecret force and ma- 
eſty in. the very Ornaments and Enſignes, . 
Of the number of theſe Enſignes, are thoſe notes, markes, and ſhapes of 
wi-4lr, that martiall men uſed to adorne the Creſts of their Helmets with- 
111,to make themſelves more eminent in the field:and to the end there might 
de better notice taken of their valorous actions when they encountercl 
their enemies in Buttil! ; or ſhould draw on their forces to fight. Whereof 
we ſhall have cauſe to ſpeak hereafter in place more convenient, when we 
{ſhall come to treat of them particularly. | | 
The uſe of thele was yet extended farther than the adorning of $h3-lds 
and Helmets onely : For $hips alſo and other Navigable Veſlells, were alſo 
garniſhed and beautificd in their fore-decks, yea, and that in very ancient 
time, for thediſtinguiſhing of one ſhip from-another;as we may lee, AFs 23. 
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11. Where Paul ſaith, he weat in a Ship whoſe badge was Caſtor and Pollux, 
Alſo the fore-deck of Europa that was carryed away, had a forme of a Bui! 
painted thereon, which gave occaſion to the Fable : That a Bull had (tollen 
away Europa, Neither did the Ancients onely uſe this,but it hath been a re- 
ceived cuſtom in all Ages fithence,and yer continued with us unto this day. 
Hereof 1t cometh ti:at we give the Ships the names of the things that are

Whether 
theſe be either better or more ancient than other Arzzes, it is a queſtion of

| himſelte, his children, and people : for which purpoſe he aſſembled a orcat| 
army, and appointed Her-xles his eldeſt fon Captain. And in this ſo ancient 
an expedition of wars,as well 0/zr:s himſelte;as Hercules, Macedon, and Anubis 
his ſons, and others, did paint certain Signes upon their ſbie/ds, bucklers, and! | 
other weapons 3 which (ignes were after called Armes : As for example,0ſz-' 
ris barea Scepter royall, infigned on the top with an Eye ; Hercules, a Lyon 
rampant bolding a Battle-axe : Macedon a Wolfe,and Arbis,a Dog. And we 
find in Homer and in Virgil, that the Heroes had their fignes or marks, where- 
by their perſons were diſtintly known, and diſcerned in Battell, as well as 
their Kings and commons had their publike Enlignes: For the Athenians bare 
the Owle ; The Perſians, an Ancher or Sagitary ſtampedan their coynes : The! 
Romans bare an Eagle, Minotaure and ſundry other ſhapes, which (according 
to Pliny) they bare in Battel] unto the time of Maris, who bare in his En- 
ligne an Eagie, Argent; figured and embolicd, Ss wne bawte longur, as may be! 
ſeen in ancient Mc<dals, and chiefly in which is found this word, Allecutio. 

Pau'ns Emilins (aith, That anciently the French Kings did beare, Argent, The ancient 
three D:adems, Gules, Others ſay, they beare three Toades, Sable, in a field, _ : the 
Vert, alias Sinople, which cannot be good Armory, as the Maſters of that I 
myſtery doe hold, becauſe of Colorr upon Colonr. 

Whence they received thoſe Armes it is not certainly known, unleſs they . 
had them from the Komaner. 

But their opinion is more probable who by the Blazon of the Shield of 
| France, would ſhew that the firſt Frankes confilt of Sicum bri (a people of 
| Germany, inhabiting the Marches of Frizeland, towards Holand, Zeland and 
| Gelderland) gave unto them, Azure,which reſembleth the water ( which be- 
| ing calme repreſenteth the colour of the Heavers) and therein three flower de 
Lis, Or, which doe grow plentitully in thoſe Marches, and doe flouriſh in 
May, and June. 

Others affirme, that the ſame was ſent by an Angel/from Heaven to Clovis, 
| F | the firſt Chriſtian Kg of France, 
| | But Gregory of Towers 1n his Hiſtory mentioned no (uch thing, neither doth 
it appeare that they bear thoſe Armzes before the time of K7ng Pippine, but 
after the time of Lewis Le Groſſe: at which time it ſeemeth that Armories be- 
gan to become hereditary, and were transferred from Father to Sox incach 

amily. 
| In the firſt aſſumption of theſe Signes, every man did take to himſelfe 
ſome ſuch Beaſt, Bird, Fiſh,Serpent, or other creature as he thought beſt fit- 
;tivg his eſtate, or whoſe nature and quality did in ſome fort quadrate with 
his own, or whereunto himſelf was in ſome reſpect in quality like or wiſh-

the time of their fir{t Inſtitution. they received divers denominations, As 
Signes, Enſfignes, Tokens. Markes,Cognizances, &c. But when in after-Ages, 
they had been poliſhed and refined, then were theſe Tokens or Signes, that j "IEG 


had been formerly (after a rude faſhion) handled together, more carefully jninations of 
diſtinguiſhed, ſo as thoſe which we now call Creſts or Cognizances, worne Arms. 
upon the Helmets of Military perſons in the field , were diſtintly known 
from thoſe that were borne in Shields and Targets, which wenow call Ares \ 
in Engliſh, and in Latine Arwa. Men of ancient times deviſed, and invented 
many things ingeniouſly, and with great-care and conſideration, but fini- 
fhed them not,but recommended them to poſterity,to be by them brought 
to perfection, According to that ſaying, Imrvenit antiquitas, poſter; perfecerurt, 
neither doth this derogate ought from the ſtudious,and Induſtry of the An« 
cient,neither 15 this any indigoity unto them 3 Nor: erubeſcat antiquitas ({aith 
Chaſſanens) ſt quid melins horum que ipſa tradidit, Novitas atlinvenit : for no- 
thing 1s devided and perfetted at an inſtant, but it is continuance of time, 
and much labour agd induſtry that bringsir to perfeCtion. 

Theſe 8igzes, Marker, Notes, Enſignes, or whatſoeverelſe you pleaſe to 
name them, arenot all of one fort, for ſome of them may be applyed to 
peace,and others to military uſe;and of each of theſe there are diverſe kinds 
or ſorts : For ſome of them are expreſle notes of government and authority 
or juriſdiction, others have no authority at all annexed to them, 

Like as there is an abſolute authority or juriſdiction royal), free from all |

ration of their. primary inſtitution. Theſe Armorial Enſignes thus ingenioufly 
deviſed had aturther uſe; for they ſerved alſo for the 'more commodious 
diſtribution of Nations, Tribes, and Families, into Regiments and Bands 3 
as alſo for aſſembling,canduCting, and governing of them io martiall expe- 
ditions,and diſtinguiſhing (as.I haye ſhewed) of particular perſons in wars, 
as well, amongſt themſelves as, from, their enemies; beadulbie often falleth 
out by reaſon of the likenefſe of Armour and Weapons, of Diſcipline of 
War,and of Language and Voice (in default of ſuch fignes) that much trea- 
chery is wrought, and:many menafter battell or skermiſh doe make their 
retreat to the troops ofthe Enemy, to/the danger of their ſurpriſe, or'loſle 
of life : So then it 1s clear that;this is one uſe of theſe Norec, or Murkes of di- 
ſtinCtion called Armes,thatjf,a man ſhall meet or encounter us, we do forth- 
with diſcover by the ayte;Qr warke that he beareth, whether tie be friend 
or enemy .and for ſome of thoſe uſes and ends which I have formerly fhew- 
ed, Thels Armorial} Enfignes/have received approbation in the higheſt de- 
gree, even.from the mouth of Gad himſelf (who, when he preſcribed unto 
Moſes and Aaron a torm pf ordering and conducting the 1/raelites in their 
paſſage towards the Land of the promiſe, did expreſly command the uſe of 
Armoriall ſignes, ſaying, F;lii Iſraelis quiſquis juxta vexillum ſunn cum ſigni 
ſecundum domum Majorum ſnorum caitra habento: )which order he required to 
be oblerved, not onely in the conduQion of them in their elurnkns, wy alſo 
in the pitching and raiſing of their Camp. 

In which precept we may obſerve, that God maketh mention of two 
ſorts of Enfignes ; the age generall, the other particular ; and that theſe lat- 
ter were n0 lefle needfull than the former ; for the orderly governing and 
conducting of ſo huge apd populous a multitude as the 1/7aelztes were, in a 
journey lo long, and withall ſubje& to infinite dangers. The firſt fortof 
theſe Enſtgnes,God calleth Yexills, that is to ſay,Standards or Banners, which 
ſerved for the conduction of their ſeverall Regiments,For the Ifraclites con- 
(filted of Fwelyg Tribes whieh were divided into four Regiments ;/ that is, 
to wit, three Tribes to.each Regiment,of which every one had a particular 
Standard, which as they differed in colour one from another, ſo did they 
doubtlefte com prehend.in them ſeverall and diſtiact formes.

zoveable and conſtant, but in a divers reſpe&t ; even as an Iroz wheele. in 
Clock, though ſtill in motion, yet both in reſpect of the meralline ſolidity 
and of the ſure faſtning to the Axell, it may be ſaid to be Firme and Un: 
moveable. If any man bear a repreſentation of the Heavens, in his Coat-Ar- 
mour, whether the ſame have the likeneſſe of a Solid or Armill Sphear, 
they muſt be reduced to this head:of this kind; did the famous Archimedes 
chooſe for his Device, who before his death, commanded that a Sphear 
ſhould be ingraven on his Sepulchre. And ſuch a bearing is honourable for 
any great profeſſor of Aitronomy,not ſuch witleſſe wizards and fortune tellers 
as uſually deceive the world with their idle predictions, but thoſe noble 
ſpirits, whoſe Eagle-eyes ſearch out the true natures, revolutions and pro-!

chaſe away and foil all paſſionate *perturbations of the mind, occaſioned 
by the concurrence of ſome ſudden and unexpedted danger,than any,or all 
of theſe together can be:by how much that compriſeth a mixture of cala- 
mitics and comforts together. For as the Globe of the earth doth repreſent 
unto us the dreadfull and diſmall dangers that attend our mortal! (tate.b 
reaſon of the manifold mutability of things $»bluner,to the daunting (of- 
tentimes) of the moſt valiant : ſo contrariwiſe,the Celeſtiall forms do re- 
preſent unto usan Antidote or preſervative againſt all dangerous events 
and Accidents, when we call to mind that thoſe Celeſtiall powers, or ra- 
ther Gods power in them, is able to divert or mitigate in a moment all 
harmefull events and dangers whatſoever, be they never ſo deadly. For 
theſe Celeſtiall bodies are Gods mighty and ſtrong Army, wherewith he 


ſpoil and deſtruion of his choſen people. As we may ſee Judg.5. 20. They 
fought from heaven, even the Stars in their courſes fought againſt Siſera,The Sun 
ſtated his courſe at the prayer of Joſuah, 10.

The 
forcible power thereof is rather apprehended by the ere, than ſubjefted 
tothe ſight : nevertheleffe, the ancient times have deviſed a certain ima- 
'ginarie forme whereby they would expreſle the forcible power thereof, 
as alſo of the lightning. | 

Thu#der is fappoſed to be ingendered two manner of wayes,viz., When 
tither a hot or drie v4poxr is incloſed in' a cold and moilt Clozd, and being 
unable to conraih it ſelf therein, by reaſon of the contrariety,it laboureth 
by all means to find a vent, and ſoſtivingby all means to get paſſage, it 
| maketh way with great yehemency and horror of ſound: ſuch as a Glow- 
ing Gadd of Tron,or any other fiery matter maketh, when water is infuſed! 
thereupon in abundance, or that 1t is therein drenched,it maketh a furi-| 
ous and murmuring found. Such is that weak and feeble ſort ofthunder; 
that ſeemeth to be ingendered in ſome region of the Aire far remote; 
from us, yeelding ontly (for a ſmall time) a kind of turbulent noiſe or | 
tmurmunoy. | 
| Of elfeit is ingendred in a more violent manner, to wit, when this in- 
Cloſed drie and combuſtible matter, being inflamed in the Clouds of con- 
trary qualities, doth break out with vehemency,then doth it yeeld a ter- 
rible and forcible ſound, not unlike a great piece of Ordoance when it is 
over-charged. And this ſound thus ingendered is called Thunder. MN 

This fort of ſound is uſed oftentimes Metaphorically, as when God' 
threatneth his Judgments againſt ſin, he is ſaid to thunder them out. In; 
this fence doth Petrarch uſe the ſame, ſaying, Dews ideo tonat in Celis,ut tu, 
in terras beſt vivas, quodque amore debuzras, ſaltem metu facias. For unleſle/ 
God loved man he Could never threaten him, but father puniſh him 5 
foraſmuch as man doth evermiore miniſter many and thoſe greiyous oc- 
caftons of execution of Gods Judgments,

wide from the project of my prefixed purpoſe, The other thing (and the 
ſame more pertinent to that I do integd)is, That in handling of vegetables 
and Senſitives, I purpoſe onely to diſtribute their ſeverall ranks of D#ſtri- 
butiow,according to their Order to them preſcribed by Nature, which to ex» 
preſle is my chiefeſt drift, and the pripcipall ſcope that I do aime at, | 
Of the perfet ſort of Creatures there are many kinds, whereof ſome are 
of more perfetion and more worthy than others, according to their 
more excellent kind of life, or worthineſle of ſoul. | 


| Oftheſe the lefle perfett ſort of bodzes were firſt created ; and then ſuch 
| as were of more perfeCtion. Plants are more worthy than Aetals, and 4- 
| zimaals of more reckoning than Plants 2 therefore were theſe firſt created, 
and thoſe afterwards. 

Of Animals wherewith God did adorne the Aire, the Waters and the 
| Earth, there are divers kinds, whereof ſome were wore worthy than others; 
in the Creation of theſe did God obſerve the ſame order. 

Bet ween the Creation of Plants and Animals, it pleaſed God in his un- 
ſearchable wiſedome, to interpoſe the Creation of the Stars wherewith 
he beautified the Heavens, he did it to this end ; to give us to underſtand, 
that albeit the Sz» with his light and motion together with the $rars do 
eoncur in the gex:ration of Plants and Animals, nevertheleſle their genera- 
tion isnot to be attributed ſimply to the znfinence and pewer of theſe Ce- 

leſtiall bodies 3 but onely to the Ommipotency of God, inaſmuch as by bis 
powerfull Word he commanded the Earth to produce all forts of Plant: 
and their fruits, before the Stars were created. From

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' From the moſt fertile and pleaſant Garden of Eder, unto the moſt bar- 
ren and deſolate Wi/derzeſſe, may we ſee and behold the great and won- 
derfull Works of God, "and take occaſion to extoll his Omnipotency, 
Wiſdome and Mercy. As we may obſerve, 'Eſay' 41.'19. 1 will ſet in the 
Wilderneſſe the Cedar, the Shittah tree, and the Myrre tree, and the Vine tree;

yerthere had never fallen any raine to fruftifie the Earth, whereby ic 
mightprodhce green herbs, nor as yet was Mr created, that might ma-

roducednaturally,or of their own accord, nor yet by the Art, Skill, or; 
induſtry of Man,but by the immediate Word and commandment of God. 
* "The reaſon that moved' Moſes to give an inſtance of Plants and Herbs, how 
that they were produced by the vertueand power of Gods word onely, 
and not naturally,or by the skill and induſtry of man ; neither yet of 4- 
nimalt,nor of any other of the infinite number of things created (Geneſss 
x: 11.) was this, becauſe the generatiorof Plants and/Herbs might be much 
more doubted of, than the originall ofother things. | 
"Of the firſt ſpringing of Trees in the Creation Moſes ſaith, Et germinare 
| Ntterat Jebova Elohime & terra omnem above concupiſcibilem, id eſt, viſu, &' 
bonam ad efeam 5 which words do comprehend-all the deſereable qualities 
of fruit trees . for in them we expe@ that'their fruits ſhould be either de- 
lightfull to the Eye, or that they ſhould be fit for food and wholeſome, 
and that they be a}o fragrant god ſweet ſmelling : For the fruits of Trees, 
| the better they be, the more odMſſtrow'they are. 
That the Trees, wherewith Paradſt Was planted,had all theſe qualities, ; 
it is manifeſt by the words of Moſes,in that he ſaith, Concupiſcibilens ad vi-| 
ſum,gr bonam ad eſcam: whereby we gather that the ſight is delighted with; 
things beautifull and glorious, the ſwell with ſweer and pleaſant /avorrs,! 
andthe ps/ate with things of ſweet and pleaſant taſte. And none of theſe are 
in themſelves evill; for ſuch was the conſtitution of Adam before he 
tranſgreſſed, that he might have delighted himſelfin them all without 
| offence; and to that end did God create them, that he ſhould nſe them 
with thankſgiving. | 
| Moſes deſcribeth unto us two principall qualities of the Garden of Pa- 
radiſe, whereby he layeth before us the pleaſantneſſe of the ſcituation 
[thereof,and alſo the beauty and fertility of the ſoil ; The firſt of theſe 
qualities was that it was repleniſhed with all ſorts of Trees,not onely molt 
pleaſant and delighefull ro the Eye,but alſo moſt pleaſant to the taſte 3 for 
[that they produced the beſt and ſweeteſt fruits. The other quality was; 
that the whole circumference of the Garden of Paradiſe was ſurrounded 
and invironed with a &ver, being diſtributed into four heads, which did 
highly beautifie the ſame,and made 1t moſt pleaſant to the view.

them) firſt of Terreſtia! Animals and their parts ; it ſhall not be imperti- 
nent to produce ſome few cauſes amongſt many, why theſe Terreſtial 4- 
nimals and Man were created in one day, viz, the ſixth day. 

Firſt, becauſe God had appointed the Earth to be the joynt habita- 
tion of Man and Beaft together. Secondly, in reſpect of the near reſem- 
blance both of bodily parts and naturall properties that theſe Terreſtr;- 
al have of Mn, in reſpect either of Fowles or of Fiſhes.

Like as naturall Phzloſopby confiſteth in other things, ſo doth it chiefely

himſelfe from the beginning, and not onely approved but alſo ordained, 
/and given to Ada; for Moſes faith, God brought theſe Animals unto

Animals (faith Zanchizs) eſpecially ſuch as do produce a living creature,

quickneſs of wit: for their bodies alſo do 6onfiſt (like as ours do) of fl:th, 
finews, Arteries, bones, griſtles and sKin, &c. In hike fort they have heed, 
neck, breaſts, back,a chine or back-bone, thighes, legs and feet : As alſo 
heart, lights , liver, ſpleen, guts, and other inward parts as we have; 
furthermore they do participate with us in our Actions, as to eat, drink, 
{lcep, watch and move : Albeit in many other things they are much un- 
like us. 

Ia the handling of Animals, it might be a ſcruple, whether the bearing 
of ſuch creatures whole ſhould have precedencein their bearing betore their 
parts, and alſo in what rank and order the ſeverall kinds of creatures are 
to be marſballed by us, that thereby the dignity of their bearing may be 
beſt conceived ; becauſe the dignity of thoſe things that are horne in Cvat- 
armur,being truly known,and duly contidered,doth not a little ilJuſtrate 
the worthinefle of the Bearers, in the diſplaying of their £{#gres : for ta- 
kitg away theſe ſcruples, I hold it requiſite before I proceed to give Ex- 
amples, firſt to ſet down certain Notes by way of introductioa to that

And foraſmuch as the 
living things before mentioned, as well vegetable as ſenſitive, have their 
peculiar vertues worthy imitation, as alſo their particular vices to be eſ- 
chewed, and that it is a chief glory to Gentlemen of Coat- Armour, to 
have their vertues diſplaied und-r the types and forms of ſuch things as 
they bear, it is to be wiſhed that each one of them would confiderately 
examine the commendable properties of ſuch figaificant tokens as they do 
bear,and do his beſt to manifeſt to the world that he hath thelike int him- 
ſelf : for it is rather a diſhonour than a praiſe for a man to bear a Lyon on 
his Shield, if he bear a Sheep in his Heart, or a Gooſe in his Brain : being 
thereia like thoſe Ships which bear the names of Dreadnought, ViGory, and 
the like, though ſometimes it ſpeed with them contrary to their Titles. 
A true generous mind will endeavour that for his ſelte-vertues he may be

Armes are ſometimes depicted or embroidered upon the Garaents of 
M:n,and chictly upon-the uppermoſt veſture of Milz1ary perſons : Eſpe- 
cially Emeperours,Kings,and their Generalr,and other Commanders in Milita- 
ry ſervices,uſed to caſt over their Arworrs a kind of ſhort habit,as a Jacket, 
Mandylian,or ſuch like, whereupon their Armes were richly beautified and 
curiouſly wrought. Totheend, that in time of ſervice, their Souldiers: 
who could not be directed by the care (by reaſon of the far diſtance that 
was oftentimes upon occaſion between them and their commander) they 
might by their eye be inſtructed according to the neceſſity of the preſent 
ſervice,and might by occular vbſervation of their commander (being ſo 
eminently clad) know and diſcerne their fit times and oppartunities of 
marching, making a ſtand, aſſailing, retiring, andother their like duties, 
whereupon this kind of ſhort garment was called a Coat-armonr, becauſe 
it was worn aloft upon their Armur.And it was called Paludamentinne,quis 
ex eo geſtans tale veſt imenium palam fiebat omnibus.Such was the Coat-ermonr 
of Alexander that he lett in Elymais in the Country of Perſea, whereof men- 


tion is made, where it is ſaid, Now when King Antochus travelled through the * Macca.t6, 1, 


high Countries, he heard that Elymais in the country of Perſia was a City greatiy 


renowned for riches, ſolver and gold. And that there was in it a very rich Temple, Coat-armour 
whereiz2 were coverings of Gold, Coat- armours and harneſie, which Alexander, of Alexander, 


King of Macedonia the ſon of Philip that raigned firſt in Grecia,had left there.

Ofall creatures apt to generation and corruvtion Animals are moſt wor- 
thy. All Beaſts have a naturall, and greedy deſice for theſupply of their 
wants, inſomuch asfor the attaining thereof, they do rore, bellow, bray, and 
cry out exceedingly. 

All Beaſts of Savage and harmfull kind, are retyrally armed with ſome 
thing wherewith they may hurt a man, for which they are reckoned dan- 
gerous to be ſhunned. As the Boare, with Turkes,the Lyon with Tailans,the 
Stag with Hornes,the Serpent with Poyſor, &c. 


Notwithſtanding that the Bearing of things properly ( whether vegetable Note. 


or ſexſttive) is ſpecially commended, yet muſt not ſuch peculiar commen- 
dation be extended to derogate from the dignity of other Bearings, as if

diction, look what Beaſt,Bird,Fiſh, Fowle,Serpent, &c. he that ſwayeth 
the Soveraignty doth bear for his Royall Enſign in each particular Nati- 


on,the ſame is accounted there to be of greateſt dignity. So is the Bearing 
| of the Lyon chiefly eſteemed with us in Exgland, becauſe he is borne by 
his Majeſty,for the Royall Enſign of his Highneſs Imperiall Soveraignty 
overus : So is the Bearing of the Eagle eſteemed amongſt the Germans : 
land in like ſort the Flowers de lis, amongſt the French-mern. Four-tooted 
Beaſts, whether they be borne Proper,or Diſcoloured (that is to ſay.va- 
rying from their Naturall colour) areto be eſteemed more worthy of 
\Bearing in Coat-armour than either Fiſhes or Fowles are, in regard they 
\do contain in them more worthy and commendable Significations of No- 
bility. Amongſt things Senſitive, the Males are of more worthy bearing 
'than the Females. Some men perhaps will tax me of inconfideration, in 
not treading the uſuall ſteps of Armoriſts jn the handling of theſe ſenfible 
creatures,for that I do not prefer the Lyon (in reſpect of his regall Sove- 
raignty) before all other terreſtrials. For clearing of my ſelf in this point, 
I muſt plead, that the project of my preſcript method hath tyed me to 
another forme,and doth enforce me to prefer other Beaſts in place, before 
thoſe which otherwiſe are preferred in dignity. And albeit I cannot ſay

$o great is the eſtate and dignity of mans condition and nature, as that 
there 1s no good can ſuffice him, but the chiefeſt and only good of all. 

The Soul of man is of a Divine nature , and therefore immortal! and eter- 
al, he aſcendeth up by degrees evermore, and never ceaſeth until he at- 
tain divine and celeſtial things : Which nature and property is not found 
in any creature but in man onely. 

God indeed hath created man of an upright ſtature , with his counte- 
nance raiſed up towards heaven, whereas he hath given all other Animals 
a groveling countenance, fixed upon the Earth : whereby he would noti- 
fie, that mans /cul is a Celeſtial thing, and that his x{tinmn bonuns is in bea- 
ven 5 that heaven is his Country, that there is his everlaſting habitation, 
if he ove kis God, & become pliant aud obedient unto his divine will. 

Plato calleth man the miracle of God ; for, ſaith he, man is eadued with 
the force of nature of the World.

man,but a compendium or epitome of the univerſality of things ? Therefore 
was he not miſnamed by Ariſtot/e, when he called him a little world: For he

As touching the food allotted to man, at the firſt it is moſt certaine that 
the ſame was herbs and fruits, as appeareth Gey. 1. 29. Ecce dedi wobis one- 
nem herbam, &c. And God ſayd, Behold I have given unto you gvery herbe beg. 
ring ſeede, which is upon all the earth : and every tree, wherein is the fruit of « 
tree bearing ſeed,that ſhall be to you for meate. That is to lay, (faith Zinchins) 
mmutan,ampliſſumam,ſuaviſſuman & ntiliſſumam ; In great plenty,abundant, 
moſt delicate and moſt wholſome ; herewith ſhall ye be ſatizficd and con- 
tented without ſeeking after other foode. 

Theſe three things (faith Zazchizs) are molt certaine ; firſt, that before 
the floud, both herbs and fruits of trees were ſo who!ſoxze and good as that 
man needed no other foode 3 in regard whereof there was no. need that 
the eating of fleſh ſhould be permitted unto him. Secondly, it is alſo un- 
doubtedly true, that after the foud the earth was ſo corrupted by the 
inundation thereof, and conſequently. #x2xs body became ſo weakened, 
that he ſtood in need of more ſolid and ſtrong nouriſhing meats ; as the 
fleſh of 0xer, Kine, Sheepe, &c. In regard, whereof God gave him permi- 
ſion to uſe them for foode. Thirdly, this'alſo is without all controverfſie, 
that God did not prohibite unto man any ſorts of meats, becauſe all things 
are cleane to the cleane : as alſo for that every creature of God is good, becauſe 
they are ſandified by hisWord, 

Of the mixture and compoſition of the foure Elements before mentioned; 
and of the hymors of them, and of them engendred, two princjpall parts 
of matters of our bodes have their being, viz. Our bones with their nerve; 
or ſinewes, wherewith they be conjoyned and knit, and our {6 with the: 
veines, whereby the bloud is conveied throughout all parts of the body, 
together with her Arteries, whereby the vitul/and Animal! ſpirits are carri- 
ed into every part and member thereof. |

In the workmanſhip of this principall member of mans body may we 
behold with admiration the unſpeakable power, providence and mercy 
of God, if we ſhall attentively conſider the order and compotition of the 
head, with theexternall and internall parts thereof. 

Firſt of all theskull called in Latine, Craninzs,is the uppermoſt bone of 
the Head, faſhioned in the forme of a Globe, and diſtinguiſhed with their 
orders of ſmall holes and ſeames. An example of bearing in Coat- Armour 
of three of theſe skulls on a Chewron,] have formerly given you, pay. 153. 
where I treated of boxes. The $kull is outwardly covered with kin and' 
thin fleſb,leſt the ſame ſhould be over-burthened with too much weight; 
This fleſh with that skin is therefore made full of pores, or ſmall invili- 
ble holes, for the more commodious evaporation of the groſſe humors of 
the braine, and certain excrements thereof 3 whereof haires are engende- 
red, and may have their paſſage : The $kull is inwardly hollow, to the 
end that the brezne, which is the ſeat of all the ſenſes, might be the more 
commodioully conferred therein, 

The skull hath God diſtributed into three parts, viz. into $incipwt, 


put, which is the hindermoſt part thereof ; and into Yerticew, which is the 
Crowne, or middle part of theſame, ſeated between the fore and hinder 
part afore named. | 

Under theſe three partitions are placed three ſeverallfaculties : Inthe

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—"Faorthermore, God hath made in the brains of man certain comravities 
or hollowneſles, and thoſe hath he repleniſhed with vital [pirits, without 
which the interior ſenſes could not conſiſt; and theſe ſpirits doth the ſoul 
uſe to underſtand by, and to the performance of other ations which ſhe 
prodaceth in the head. 

Moreover,in the braine hath he placed the fountain of the emewer, which 
from thence are diſperledly conveyed throughout the body, as well 
thoſe nerves and ſinewes as are ſenſetive, as alſo thoſe that are motzve, vis, 
thoſe that give motion to the body. But who can expreſle or conceive 
in mind, the -2aifo/d inſtruments of the ſole that God hath placed in the 
bead of man ? 

In the head we may obſerve (well-nigh) all the uſes of the /oule : Be- 
hold the admirable compoſition of ##ans head, which of all other parts of 
the body is the nobleſt ; and how all and fiagular the parts thereof are ac- 
commodated and applyed by onr moſt gracious Maker, Conſerver, and Re- 
deemer, to ſerve for the uſes of all the faculties of the ſowle, 

If the framing of this ove member (I mean the head of a man) be ſo ad- 
mirable in it ſelf, how much more is the compoſition of the whole frame 


of the body, being conjoyned and united together, with ſmewes and arte- 
ries, in a proportionable manner, and furniſhed throughout with all the 
exteroall and internall parts, and their particular appurtenances tobe ad. |

So we read that Anfidius Caſſaws by a new and un-experimented example 
did puniſh divers fugitive Souldiers, that had abandoned their Captain, 
by cutting off their haxds and feet, affirming that ſuch puniſhment was 
more exemplary and diſciplinable than the putting of them to death : by 
bow much along and lingering reproachfull life, is worſe than death it 
ſelf, that giveth a ſpeedy end to all lamenrable and wretched calamities.

Other ſorts of Whee/es there are, which albeit thev are not meet for 
Hu:bandry, yet I have held it fit ro annex them to theſe,in reſpedt of their 
near reſemblance, as in theſe examples may be ſeen.

As witneſſeth Ingu/phns the Abbot of Crowland, ſiying, the Normans 10 
change the making of writings, which were wont to be firmed in England with 
Croſſes of gold ,and other holy ſugnes, into printing waxe. And they rejeCicd al- 
ſo the manner of Engliſh writing : This change was not effected ali at 
once, but took place by degrees, So that firſt the King onely, and ſome 
few of his nobility belides, uſed to Seal; Afterwards Noble zen for the molt 
part and none others.

Here have we in this ſecond Chapter of N#mbers, an uncontroulable 
warrant pronounced by the mouth of Almighty God, for the uſe of two 
ſorts of Enfigns, the one generall being in number four, onely ordained 
for the leading and direction of the tour Regiments (as I may fo call 
them.) And the other particular,ſerving for the demonſtration of the ſe- 
veral families and for the diſtinguiſhing of the particular perſons of each 
family for the more commodious diſtributing of them into bands : a 
thing moſt behovefull for the beſtowing and conduRting of ſo huge a mul-: 
titude, conſidering how many thotiſand of perſons, were compriſed in, 
and under every of the above named Regiments: Soas it is moſt cleare, 
that thoſe are no leſſe requifite (in their kind) than the former in theirs, 
for the more orderly and effetuall managing of this military expedition 
of ſo long a continuance,and withall ſubjeqed to infinite dangers, 

As touching the Tokens or $ignes uſed in the generall ſtandards, we 
have ſhewed what they were after the opinion of Afartinxs Borhaws (who 
differeth from Speed) his very words you may read in the firſt Chapter, 
and firſt Section of this Book, 

But fithence here is mention made of ſignes pertaining to particular fa- 
milies and perſons, it may perhaps be queſtioned what theſe Signs were ? 
whereto 1 anſwer, that they muſt of neceſſity be $igna exiſtentium in re- 


rum naizara, becauſe there cannot be a repreſentation of things that are! 
not. If then they conſiſted of theſ1militude of the things in Eſſence,or be- 
ing, no doubt they were ſuch as not onely the skilfuller ſort, but the vul-' 
gar alſo (through frequent uſe and cuſtom) did well know by their day- 
ly ſight and uſe of them ; As being the expreſle portraiCtures either of Ce- | 
leſtial Bodyer, as of the Sur, Moon, Stars, &c. Or of things Sublunar, as Mc-|

| &c. Orelſe they were reſemblances of ſenſitive creatures; As of Mar, 
| Beafts, Fowles, Piſhes, Reptiles : Or elſe of Inſtruments, or Toles of familiar

ſtick. Which in reſpe&t of their common and ordinary uſe were belt. 


(known to men, and therefore ſerved moſt fitly for notes or marks,or pre- 
 Ciſe differencing of each particular family and perſon from other. 

# Whena K7zg or Prince do enter the field to give battell to their enemies, 
It behoveth that he be ſtrongly fenced of the Army,both before and behird, 
/and that he have his being near the great ſta-derd,in the heart of the bat- 
[tel], for the more ſafety of his perſon, and that hemay the better give di- 
\reCtions upon all occaſions to the whole Army, as the neceſlity of the ſer- 
vice ſhall require. 

It is a thing very dangerous for a K'ng,Prince,or other General,or what- 
ſoever Other their great Commander, to be over-forward or veaturous 
to encounter his enemy in battel] in his own perſon : 'Ic ſufficeth ſuch to 
command,and to give direction, and never to hazard their perſons in 
bartell, But if he muſt necds put his perſon upon the jeopardy of the nn- 
certain and dangerous events of a Battell, it behoveth that he deferre 

the 
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teors fiery, Meteors watery, whereof we have before ſpoken in their due | 
laces : Orelſe of vegetable, as Trees, Shrubs, Plants, Fruits, Herbs, Flowers, 
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the ſame to the Jaſt conflict 3. for that upon the ſafety of his perſon, de- 
pendeth the hopefull good ſucceſle of the batell , and the ſafety of the 
whole Army. 

Belides {o long as the Chief Commander is in life and ſafety ; albeit he be 
foyled and diſcomfited: yet may he repaire his forces, and ſubdue him 
by whom he was foyled: but his perſon being either laine or ſurpriſed, 
there is no hope of recovery. 

Upon the firſt Diſplay of the Bawner of a King or Prince,or of their gene- 
rall or chiefe Commander ; it behoveth that ſome diſcreet and ancient 
Counſellor ſhould make knowne publikely the cauſe why thoſe warres 
were undertaken, to the intent the ſame may be knowne to be grounded 
upon Jawfull cauſe z and that the King or Prince doth not raſhly attempt 
the ſame, but that he doth it in a lawfull quarrell and upon juſt cauſe. 

W hich done, then ſhould he command the chief Herald to unrole and 
Diſplay the ſaid Banzer,and deliver it to him that is appointed to bear the 
ſame(who before he take the ſame,mulſt receive the order of Knight-hood, 
if he be not before Kzighted)with a ſtraight charge and command to hold 
the ſame faſt, and to maintain the honour thereof,even with the extreant? 
hazard of his life; and thereupon to advance the ſame in the Name of 
God, the ſole Author and giver of all vitory. 

Like as the lawes of Civil Magiſiracy and government were ordained 
by God, ſoalſo were military Lawes and ordinances grounded upon his 
expreſs commandement uttered by the mouth of the Prophets and Prieſts, 
As you may lee particularly, for the exhortation of Prieſts, Det. 20. 1, 2. 
and of other offers, Dent. 20. 5. and Jud. 7. 3. beſides, military lawes for 
Fight, Nun. 21. 21. that the conditions of peace mult be offered, Dent. 20. 
II, 12, &*c. for ſpoyle, 20. 19. and the diviſion thereof, i Sam. 30. 26, &c. 
1 Chron. 26. 27. Joſh. 22. 8. 2 Chron. 28. 15, for Vidory ;, thatit is the du- 
ty of Captains and their Armies (after victory obtained) to aſcribe the 


whole glory thereof to God, and with one heart and one voice to magni- 
fie his moſt glorious Majeſty by the example of Judas Maccabens, Thus they 
went home and ſung Pſalms, and prayſed the Lord in Heaven, for heis gracious, 
ann his mercy endureth for ever, 1 Maccab. 4. 24. 

The skilfull managing of military afftaires is a kind of Art 5 neither doth. 
the publick profeſſion of the name of a Souldier, nor yet his lofty coun-! 
tenance or change of habit forthwith make a man a Souldier, it is a mat- 
ter of greater conſequence, and of no lefle ſecrecy fora Souldier is to 
be confident in that he undertaketh, and to wage battell with an aſſured 


hope of viſtory, and to retire himſelf and his forces (if the neceſlity of the 


cauſe ſo require) without fear of reproach or danger.For as the common 
proverb ſaith, A more valorous man is be that wiſely flieth than he that fooliſh 
ly expoſeth himſelf 10 adventure and hazard, Periti enimbellatoris eft non mi- 
wus ſcire ſugienti artem, quam pugnandi ; tor it is a matter of no great diffi- 
culty to draw men on to fight, but if the Captain in his providence 
whilſt they be in aion, ſhall diſcover ſome unexpected diſadvantage or 
damage that may befall him and his band, and ean wiſely retire himſelf 


with honour and with ſafety of his ſouldiers, he ſheweth himſelf both 


valorous in his encounter, and wile in his retreat. 
The greateſt victories have not been gotten by handy-ſtrokes al wayes, 
but many times for ſafegard of the effuſion of blood,either the one part,or 


the other deviſed ſome witty unexpeRed ſuddain policy or $tratagerr, to

Whatſoever commeth beyond expeCtation maketh a diſturbance or a. 
'm3zment in the Enemy : but it muſt be wrought with this caution, that | 
it be no diſturbance to our ſelves. | 
Neither is every flight invention fit to be put in practice, but ſuch onely 
as bave foreſight and circumſpeCtion annexed to them. He mult be Argus 
that is a Generall or chief Commander, he mult be eyed, behind, before, in 
his head, in his fn and then ſhall all things be eaſily diſpoſed according 
[to Order, an take good ecffc&, when orderly diſtribution, and provi- 
dence, and premeditation, have made way thereto. : 

Itis not the length of a mans age, or the number of yeares, that yeeld- 
eth the Art or $k:U of managing Military affaires, but acontiouall medi- 
tation, how he may encounter all occurrents and put them in exerciſe; 
[and practiſe ; for if a man receive never ſo many ſtipends, yet is the un-' 
exerciſed man {till but a freſhwater Souldier notwithſtanding, | 

There were in former Ages two forts of diſmiſſion , or diſcharge from! 
military ſervice, the one named ignominioſa,that is to ſay opprobriozs Or in- 
| famows 3 as when a Sonldier for ſome notorious crime was diſcharged 
from his ſervice, and diſgracefully put out of pay and place, as for floth- 
'fullneſſe, cowardize, forſaking of his Captaize or ſuch like, then he was by 

the Tribune diſmiſſed of his place, and branded with the marke of infamy 
;and reproach, if he were ſo by the Tr:b«e diſcharged, and deprived of his

| The other was called Cauſarie mijſio, as much to ſay as an occaſionall 
diſmiſfion or diſcharge, grounded upon good and lawfull coſiderations :

Grad in defence of their friends and Country. | 
Martiall men are evermore in perill and hazard of life,in regard of their 
light eſteeme of the manifold varietyes, caſualties and dangerous events 
of Warres, whereunto they do evermore expoſe themſelves ; for fortune 
|thundereth not her perils more abundantly upon any fort of men, than 
upon thoſe that ſet her at naught, ſuch are high ſpirited and valourous 
men. And not without cauſe, for as others do labour to ſhelter them- 
{ſelves from danger, and do ſhunne the violence thereof 3,theſe contrari- 
| wiſe do lay open themſelves to theutmoſt hazard that yh be fall them. 
Call to mind the forpaſled ages, and examine them to the point, and 
Sire ſhall find that the valianteſt men (for the maſt part ) have beene 
'ſ- allowed up with a violent death. Victory doth oftentimes 1make men 
| ſwe!l with pride, and to inſult over others, and provoke them to their 
'own deſtruction, as we may ſee 2 Kings 14. 8, Where Amziah (um- 
\moned the fon of Jehavhaz King of Tire! to fingle combate, ſaying, 
Come let us look one another in the face. Who anſwered him, Becauſe thouhaji 
ſmitten Edom,and thine heart hath lifted thee up:g(ory of this and tarrie at home:

It is not reckoned a matrer ſo reproachfull ro be ſubdued, as it is honou- 
rable to have coaped with a magnanimous and valiant man. 

Many men are remunerated for the vertues that are found in them, or 
for the externall rokens of vertue that are obſerved in their outward car- 
riage. Hereupon is that law grounded, 2nod capti bello viGoribus ſubſervi-| 
ar, not for that the Conquerors are alwayes the better men, but in re», 
gard that in them the (ignes and tokens of vertue and valour, are more 
apparent than in thoſe that are ſubdued, 
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It is a juſt dominion or ſuperiority, and agreeable to the order of Na- Law military. 


twre, that the more powerfull ſhould predominate over the weaker ſort. | 
And the lawes do ſeem to approve the ſame, Crs velint vittues caprum in 
bello viFori: ſerum fieri. | 

It is a Law of perpetuity (faith Zenophon) obſerved amongſt men, that ' 
when a Tow- or City, that held out the 4ſ/az!2mts, is ſurpriſed, whatſoever 
is found therein, is due to them that took the ſame, as well the perſons as. 
their whole ſubſtance, whoſe opinion herein Ariſto;h: followerh Polit. 40. 
And Sint Ambroſe, lib. 1. de Patriarch, writeth, that the prey of the King 
of Sedomwe was in like ſort in the power of Abraham that conquered him. 

This cuſtom hath been alſo obſerved, that to aske leave to bury the: 
ſlain in the time of open hoſtility,and whilſt men are in Armes in the field, 
or depart the Fre/daftter battell,is a kind of yeelding of victory : for it be- 
ſeemeth not them that wan the Battell to ſeek any thing of the enemy by 
way of intreaty. Like asalſo the unwillingnefſe to joynebattell, and 

protraction or delay of battel] was taken tor a yeilding of victory. 

And now we will begin with examples of bearing ſuch things in Coat-

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: to retire themſelves without danger : they allo ferve tor the manite 

diſtioguiſhing of Bands and Companier. And by theſe they are all directed 

in their ſervices, asa Ship is guided through the forcible and violent fur- 

ges of the Sees, by the benefit of her Helme, and a skilfull P5/ot guiding the 
ame.

Concerning the defenſive furniture of mans body, we read that anci- 
ently they were made of linnen cloath, of exceeding high proof : Such 
was that much famouſed linnen' Brigandine of Amaſis King of Fgypt, 
whereof every thread confiſted of three hundred and fixty other threads, 
| wherein were portrayed and ſet forth the forms and ſhapes of manifold 
ſortsof Animals (that he uſed to proſecute in his accuſtomed exerciſe 
of hunting) in gold, and divers' coloured yarne. And 'not onely the 
| furniture ordained for the ſafety of mans body, were made of linnen in 
thoſe dayes, but alſo the furniture of the Horſes (of ſuch as were called 
CataphraGi Equites) as their bardings and Capariſons, were alſo made of 
linnen, artificially wrought with bars of Iron after the manner of fea- 
thers, and both of them ſo curiouſly intermixt, and platted together, as 
| that (in fine) it becometh a defence of impenetrable reſiſtance againſt a- 
[ny ſort of weapons : which kind of furniture was in uſe with the Ro- 
; mans, not onely-for the ſafeguard of the Horſes, but alſo for the ſafety 
'and preſervation of the CataphradFi, or ſuch as we term men of Armrs 
| compleatly furniſhed a Cape « pee (as the French phraſe is) to withſtand 
and ſuſtain the ſhock or brunt of the enemy, by whom alſo the diſcom- 
hated forces have been often repaired.

The ancient rewards for victory obtainedin the field, borne ia Armes, | 
are Garlauds, which the Armvoriits call Chaplets, and in Latine they were 
anciently called Corone militum:and of theſe there then were divers ſorts, 
which were conferred on the vi&ours, and were ſignificant demonſtrati- 
ons of the manner of the victory obtained ; for the Ancient bearers, horſe= 
men, Captains, and Leivetenants, of Cities, Towns, and*Ports, which had: 
valorouſly ſuſtained and indyred the ſiege of their enemies, and were de- 
livered from them, were guerdoned in ancient times with a Gerland of 
| Graſſe, called in Latine, Corowa Graminea ſive obſidionaria; which although

N the precedent Chapter, enough hath been ſaid of augmentations, or 
| additions of Honour, beſtowed by the Soveraign in token of Prince- 
ly favour: Now of ſuch as he giveth in remwneratzor of merit, either im- 
mediately by himſelf, or mediately by his Generall or Vicegerent, either in re- 
quitall of acceptable ſervice performed, or for incouragement to future 
honourable attempts, which is then chiefly effeted when vertue is duly 
rewarded. Such remunerations are conferred upon men imployed either 
in warfare, (be it ſecular or ſpirituall) or in affairs czv//. 

Of the firſt ſort were thoſe that were profeſſed in the ſeverall orders of 
ſpirituall Knighthood of late uſe in this Land, but now aboliſhed, vx, the 
Knights of Saint John of Jeruſalem, and Knights Templers ; of which the firlt 
is the chiefeſt, whoſe beginning, ſaith Sir John Ferne, was inthe time of 
Godfrey firſt Chriſtian King of Jeruſalem. 

The profeflion of this order, was to fight for Gods Honour againſt the 
Infidels,and {as they were taught by the Romſh Synagogue) tor holy S. john.

An Atchievment, acccording to Leigh, is the Arms of every Gentleman, 
well Marſhalled with the ſupporters, Helmet, Wreath,and Creſts with Mantles 
and Words, which of Heralds is properly called in Blazon, Heawme and 
Timbre. The French word Heulme,which we call in Engliſh an Helmet,ſcem- 
eth to have given derivation to that word Heawme. And the word Trimmer, 
to our Timbre, for that in the Almarm roOngue, is the ſame that we in Latrme 
call Apex, or Summitas acuminata, and betokeneth the Creſt, that is uſually 
born upon the Helmet, For ſo doth K{:anus Dufflene expound it, calling 
it, Timbe oft Timber van Den Helme, which is as much to ſay, as Criſs 


valee, Conus gale, Summus Apex.

by the ſame reaſon and cuſtom that they do challenge to wear their 
coronets, becauſe this cap, as alſo their crowns are allowed them, not onely 
for a declaration of their Princely dignities and degrees, but withall for 
tokens and teſtimonies of Triumph and YiFory. For the wearing of the 
cap had a beginning from the Duke or Generall of an Army, who having 
gotten victory, cauſed the chiefeſt of the ſubdued enemies, whom he led 
captive, to follow him in his Triumph, bearing his Cap, or Hat after him, in 
token of ſubjection and captivity.

Of Barons. 


He reaſon of the name of Barons is not ſo well known in England, 
a5 is their greatneſs. Sone derive it from a Greek word, Bar, figni= 
fying, Gravity, as being men whoſe preſence ſhould repreſent that which 
their Title doth imply. The French Heralds take Barons to be Par-homz- 
ner, Peers, or men of cqual dignity : The Germans, Bamner-hares, as being 
Commanders , diſplaying Banners of their own in the Field, Theſe the 
Saxon: called La/ord, (whence our word Lord) andthe Danes call them 
Thane 
In ancient times the name of Barons was very large , C:tzens of chiet 
Cities, and Gentlemen of certain poſſeſſions enjoying that Title ; and a- 
bout thoſe times every Earl had a certain number of Barons under 
them,as every Baron had Capitaneos under him. But times have altered 
the limits of this Honour ; Barons being now reputed no leſs abſolute 
Lords,though lower then Earls: and as a Gentlemaygs the firſt and low- 
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ſt degree of Nobz/itas Minor z ſo now with ns a Baron is reputed the 
rft ſtep of Nobilitas Major. | 
In which reſpec ſome have thought, that in Atchievements none under 
Baron may uſe Supporters ; but by ancient examples, you ſhall find, 
that Knights Bannerets alſo had that Ornament allowed thems and 
therefore, though a Banneret hath a middle place betwixt ordinary 
Knights and Barons ; yet I have omitted his Atchievement, the difference: 
being ſo little betwixt it and the Barons. Banneret(or Baronet, as ſome 
will have it) by ſome is derived from Banner.rent, becauſe in their creati. 
on, after certain Ceremontes, the top of their Pennons is rent or cut off, and 
ſo reduced into the form of alittle Banner, which they may diſplay as 
Barons do.

That the Titles of Dignity, were primitively (for the moſt part) taken 
from Military imployments, may appear from the loweſt ſtep of Geutry, 
to this which is near unto the higheſt amongſt us, and in ſome Countries 
is the higheſt of all; For as the E/qurre, the Kmipht, the Banneret, haye 
their Denominations for ſome place,and ſervice in the Camp, ſo hath the 
| Dake alſo, which in his original fignifieth nothing but a General or grad 
| Chieftain ; till the Dignity became hereditary to their iſſue, Ar which 
times, when many enjoyed the ſame hereditary honour, occaſion was gi. 
ven, of ereQing even amongſt Dukes alſo another ſupereminent Title, 
of Arch- Duke, a name well known in forrain parts, but never entertained 
in this Britsh 1/land. 

The high dignity of Dake of York, hath been a long time born by the 
ſecond ſons of the Kings of this Land,though of elder times York was but 
an Earldom,and yet then alſo it was an honour of ſo high eſteem, as that it 
was annexed to the Crown; as appeareth by King Richard the firft,who ha- 
ving conferred the title of that County on his Nephew Ortho, Duke of 
Brunſwike, the Yorkshire men much repined thereat, ſaying, They would 
yield no homage to any but to the King, wntil ſuch time as they might ſpeak with 
the King, and ſee him face to face, With which teſtimony of their great zeal 
and affeion,theirSoveraigntook ſo great contentment, that he beſtowed 
'on his Nephew the Earidom of Poiftou in exchange, and reſerved the title 
!of the Earldom of York to himſelf, Since which time it became a Duke- 
own > and hath been reputed of _s rime the prime Title of this King- 
dom, next to the Principality of Wales. 

Here might be expected, that the Atchievement of the moſt Noble and 
excellent Prince Henry,Prince of Wales, &c. ſhould be inſerted,to exempli- 
fie in that moſt vertuous, religious, and peerleſs Prince, the bearing and blazon- 
ng of {uch Princes as are in heighth of dignity next to Severeign K1ngs + 
but becauſe the difference thereof, and this next enſuing Artchtevement of 
Soveraipn Enſigns is in effect ſo little ( being only a Label of three Points)

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_Chap.VL _Of Kings and Regal Majeſly. 

The chief Attributes of God are, his Power, IWW:/dome, Gooaneſs ; 1n al 
which the nearer any King cometh to the imitation of that prime dea, 
the more truly doth he delterve that glorious name, and expreſs the no- 
' |ble nature of a King. Which all Countries (in part) have ſhewed by the 
ſeyeral Titles given to their Soveraigns : moit Nations calling them, 
| Repes, for government, which cannot be as it ſhould be, without the ſaid 
three Regal propertzes ; and the Saxens(our anceftors) call them Kings,of 
Cynning, a word ſignifying both cunning or wiſdom, and alſo Power, 
whereby all Kings can do much more then good Kings will do, 

The beginning of Kingly power was from the firft created man, who 
was made an abſolute (but fatherly) Soverazgn over all; and the nece([. 
fity of ſuch a Chef, was fo great even in the eye of Nature, that as there 
are no flocks or heards of beaſts but have one leader of their own kind, 
ſo there is no Natzon fo brutiſh or barbarvus, but have found the necefſi- 
[ty and uſe of having a King over them, to rule them, and adminiſter ju- 
ſtice tothem, which is the prime office of a King : and that ſuch hath al- 
wayes been the office of Kings of this our {/{and, our own ancient and 
learnedſt Lawyers teſtific : For Rex (faith Brafton) non alins debet judica- 
re, i ſolus adid ſufficere poſſet, &8. Whencealatter learned Lawyer 94- 
thereth moſt truly , that though the King ſubſtitute other to miniſter 
juſtice under him, yet himſelf is not diſcharged of that authority, when 
himſelf pleaſe (as often our Kings have done) in perſon to fit and 
take notice of cauſes; and likewiſe the Royal Oath at his Coronatzon 
runneth, Faces, fiert in emntbus judictys tun equam & certam juſtitiam, 
&c. And that ſuch was the Kings abſolute Furi/di#on in this Kingdom 
before the Conqueſt alſo, the ſame Author ſo copioully proveth, that it is 
ignorance to deny it, and folly to-enlarge the proot of it. And yet faith 
Mineas Silvins 5 It is the manner of Kings in writing to uſe the plural 
number, as Mandamus, Volumus, Facimus, &c, As appeareth, Eprſt. 105. 
where he ſaith, Reges cum ſcribunt, et{{ dominatum habent ut quicquid placet, 
Legu vigorem habeat ; ea tamen moderatione utuntur cum ſcribunt , ut aliquid 
precipientes non ſe ſolos vidert velint fesiſie , ſed cumaliorum conjitio. They 
do temper their Soveraign Juriſdiftion with ſuch moderation, that it may 
appear they preſcribe and command not without counſel and advice of 
OtNers, 

Touching the greatneſs of the Kings of this 1/and and precedence be- 
fore any other A7zngs, theſe are two main reaſons : Firſt, thar the King 
of this Land, Lucius, was the firſt Chriſtian King of the world, as alſo Con- 
ſtantine the firſt Emperour,publickly planting Chrzſt:amty, Secondly, for 
that of all Rings Chriſtian the King of Britain is the moſt (and indeed on- 
ly) abſolute Menarch, he being no way ſubordinate to any Potentate, Spt- 
ritual or Temporal,in cauſes either Eccle/aſtical or Civil, as other Kings are, 
through their own default. 

Moreover the King of England is both Anoznted, as no other K7ng is,but 
only the French, of Sicily, and of Jeruſalem: and he is alſo crowned, 
which honour the K?ngs of Spain, Portugal, Arragon, Navarre, and many 
other Princes have not. God grant that as our Country hath been blefſed 
with prerogatives above all other Kingdoms, and with the blefling both 
of all earthly feliczries and heavenly graces, beyond any other, and with 
.more puifſant, viftorious, learned, religious Kings then all the people 


whatſoever ( as the world ſceth at this day) ſo we may go beyond all 
Vvy Nations

from the $S#» , ſo hath the Wife from the Husband and as the Moon is ever 
lighter on that fide which looks towards the Sin , ſoſhould the Wife ſtu- 
dy to be faireit in her Husbands eye, And many Wives in their Husbands ab- 
ſence do truly imitate the Mooy in this, that they are lighteſt when cheir

Thunder is an inflamed Exhalation, which by his powerfull force brea- 
keth thorough the Clouds violently, with great noiſe and terrour. The 
forcible power thereof 18 rather apprehended by the eare, than (ubjefted 
tothe ſight : nevertheletle, the ancient times have deviſed a certain ima- 
ginarie forme whereby they would expreſle the forcible power thereof, 
25alſo of the lightning. 

Thunder is ſuppoſed to be ingendered two manner of wayes,viz, When 
either a hot or drie vapor 1s incloſed in a cold and moilt Cloud, and being 
unable to contain it ſelf therein,by reaſon of the contrariety,it laboureth 
by all means to find a vent, and fo ſtrivingby all means to get paſſage, it 
maketh way with great vehemency and horror of ſound: ſuch as a Glow- 
ing Gadd of Iron,or any other fiery matter maketh, when water is infuſed 
thereupon 1n abundance, or that it is therein drenched,it maketh a furi- 
ous and murmuring ſound. Such is that weak and tecble fort of thunder; 
that ſeemeth to be ingendered in ſome region of the Aire far remote 
from us, yeelding onely (for a ſmall time) a kind of turbulent noiſe or 
murmuring. 

Or elſe it is ingendred in a more violent manner, to wit, when this in- 
cloſed drie and combuſtible matter, being inflamed in the Clouds of con- 
ary qualities, doth break out with vehemency,then doth it yeeld a ter- 
ble and forcible ſound, not unlike a great piece of Ordnance when it is 
over-charged. And this ſound thus ingendered is called Thunder, 

This ſort of ſound is uſed oftentimes Metaphorically, as when God 
threatneth his Judgments againſt ſin, he is ſaid to thunder them out. In 
this ſence doth Petrarch uſe the ſame, ſaying, Dons ideo tonat in Celisut th 
in terras bene vivas, quodque amore debueras, ſaltem metu facias. For unleſle 
God loved man he would never threaten him, but rather puniſh him ; 
toraſmuch as man doth evermore miniſter many and thoſe greivuus oc- 
caſtons of execution of Gods Judgments,

Foraſmuch asI am now to treat of vegetable Animals, and of their Par- 
ticular kinds ; I muſt excuſe my ſelf in two things before I enter into the 
Exemplifying of them : The one, that there is no cauſe that any man 
ſhould expect at my handsan expreſſe demonſtration of each particular 
ſpecies of therh : And that I ſhould run through and diſplay their mani- 
fold and almoſt innumerable kinds, for that would be a tedious trave 
and (beſides) an infinite and unneceſſary charge and coſt, and withall far 
wide from the project of my prefixed purpoſe. The other thing (and the 
ſame more pertineat to that I do intend)is, That in handling of vegetables 
and Senlitives, I purpoſe onely to diſtribute their ſeverall ranks of piftri- 
bution,according to their Order to them preſcribed by Nature, which to ex» 
preſſe is my chicteſt drift, and the principall ſcope that I do aime at. 

Of the perfet ſort of Creatures there are many kinds, whereof ſomeare 
of more perfection and more worthy than others, according to their 
more excellent kind of lite, or worthineſle of ſoul. 

Of theſe the leſle perfeCt ſort of bodies were firſt created ; and then ſuch 
as were of more perfection. Plants are more worthy than Metals, and 4- 
»imals of more reckoning than Plants ; therefore were theſe firſt created, 
and thoſe after wards. 

Of Animals wherewith God did adorne the Aire, the Waters and the 
Erth, there are divers kinds, whereof ſome were wore worthy than others; 
in the Creation of theſe did God obſerve the ſame order. 

Bet ween the Creation of Plants and Animals, it pleaſed God in his un- 
ſearchable wiſedome, to interpoſe the Creation of the Stars wherewith 
he beautified the Heavens, he did it to this end ; to give us to underſtand, 
that albeit the S#» with his Jight and motion together with the Stars do 
concur in the gexeration of Plants and Animals, neverthelefle their genera- 
tion isnot to be attributed ſimply to the influence and power of theſe Ce- 
leſtiall bodies 3 but onely to the Ommnipotency of God, inaſmuch as by bis 
powerfull Word he commanded the Earth to produce all ſorts of Plan! 
and their fruits, before the Stars were created. From 
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From the moſt fertile and pleaſant Garden of Eder, unto the moſt bar- 


| ren anddeſolate W1i/derneſſe, may we lee and behold the great and won- 


derfull Works of God, and take occaſion to extoll his Omni potency, 
Wiſdome and Mercy. As we may obſerve, Eſay 41. 19. 1 will ſet inthe 
Wilderneſſe the Cedar, the Shittah tree, and the Myrre tree, and the Pine tree 3 
and 1 will ſet in the Wilderneſſe the Firre tree, the Elme, and the Box together. 
Therefore let theme ſee and know, and let them conſider and underſtand together, 
that the hand of the Lord hath done this, and that the Holy one of Iſrael hath 
created it, Verſe 20, Hence we may gather that there is no object ſo mean 
that preſenteth it ſelf to our view, bu: will miniſter ſome juſt occaſion 
to glorifie God. 

Men are accuſtomed to attribute the propagation of theſe, either to the 
influence of nature, or to the travell and induſtry of man ; but theſe were 
produced before any other of like kind could a found upon the face of 
the Earth, whereof it might be imagined they might receive being 3 for as 
yet there had never fallen any raine to fruftifie the Earth, whereby ic 
might produce green herbs, nor as yet was Mn created, that might #vz- 
are and till the ground for that purpoſe : therefore neither were they 
produced naturally,or of their own accord, nor yet by the Art, Skill, or 
induſtry of Marbut by the immediate Word and commandment of God. 

The reaſon that moved Moſes to givean inſtance of Plants and Herbs, how 
that they were produced by the vertueand power of Gods word onely, 
and not naturally,or by the skill and induſtry of man ; neither yet of A- 
nimals,nor of any other of the infinite number of things created (Geneſss 
1, 11.) was this, becauſe the geveration of Plants and Herbs might be much 
more doubted of, than the originall of other things. 

Of the firſt ſpringing of Trees in the Creation Adoſes ſaith, Et germinare 
fecerat Jehova Elohim e terra omnem arborem concupi(cibilem, id eſt, viſn, & 
bonamn ad eſcam 5 which words do comprehend all the deſereable qualities 
of fruit trees . for in them we expe that their fruits ſhould be either de- 
lightfull to the Eye, or that they ſhould be fit for food and wholeſome, 
and that they be alſo fragrant and ſweet ſmelling : For the fruits of Trees, 
the better they be, the more odoriferoxs they are. 

That the Trees, wherewith Paradiſe was planted,had all theſe qualities, 
its manifeſt by the words of Moſes,in that he ſaith, Concapiſcibilems ad vi- 
ſun, & bonam ad eſcam: whereby we gather that the fight is delighted with 
things beautifull and glorious, the ſwell with ſweet and pleaſant Javorrs, 
and the ps/ate with things of ſweet and pleaſart taſte. And none of theſe are 
In themſelves evill; for ſuch was the conſtitution of 4dam before he 
tranſgrefled, that he might have delighted himlelfin them all without 
olfence z and to that end did God create them, that he ſhould uſe them 
with thankſgiving. 

Moſes deſcribeth unto us two principall qualities of the Garden of P4- 
radiſe, whereby he layeth before us the pleaſantneſſe of the ſcituation 
thereof,and alſo the beauty and fertility of the ſoil ; The firſt of theſe 
qualities was that it was repleniſhed with all forts of Trees,not onely moſt 
pleaſant and delightfull to the Eye,but alſo moſt pleaſant to the taſte 3 for 
that they produced the beſt and ſweeteſt fruits. The other quality was; 
that the whole circumference of the Garden of Paradiſe was ſurrounded 
and invironed with a Kver, being diſtributed into four heads, which did 


highly beautifie the ſame,and made it moſt pleaſant to the view: ,

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In this deſcription 24/ſes m3keth mention of two Trees of ſpeciall qua. 
lities, that were planted in the middeſt of Paredz/e : The one named the 
Tree of Life, the other the Tree of Knowledge of good and evill. 

The firlt of theſe had a vivificant power in it ſelf, the fruit whereof 
was ordained to this end ; T hat being eaten it would enable a 1:2 never 
to feel ſicknelile, feebleneſle, old Age, or Death : bur ſhould evermoxs 
continue in the ſame ſtate of ſtrength and agility of body : This was the 
efficacy and power that was given to this Tree; Whereof it was never 
yet deprived. Therefore was this quality after a ſort naturall there. 
unto. 

For this cauſe was there a Cherub ſet at the entrance of Paradiſe, to 
keep out ſnch as would enter the ſame, and eate of the fruit of the Tr: 
of Life ; that he ſhould not alwayes live that kind of life, 

How behovefull the knowledge of the vertues and operations of Trex, 
Plants, Herbs and other vegetables are for the extolling and maniteſting the 
Omnipotency, Wiſdome, Mercy, loving favour,and fatherly providence 
of our moſt gracious God towards fiofull 44:m,is, in that he hath created 
for the behoof and uſe of man, as well touching his neceſſary food and 
rayment,as for recreation and delight, we may evidently perceive by $- 
lomons induſtrious inveſtigation of the vertues and operations of all forts 
of vegetables, for (beſides other his admirable qualities wherewith he ws 
richly endued) he had ſurpaſſing knowledge in the vertues, operations 
and qualities of herbs and other vegetab/:s, infomuch as he was able to 
reaſon, diſcourſe,and diſpute, not onely of Beaſts. Fowles, creeping thing 
an fiſhes, but of Trees alſo and Plants, from the Cedar in Lebanon, 10 the 
Hy/Jope that ſpringeth out of the Wall,that is, from the higheſt and talleſt tree 
to the ſmalleſt ſhrub and loweſt herbe. Thus we ſee the knowledge and 
Skill in naturall Philoſophy to be hulden in great eſtimation in all Ages, in- 
ſomuch as it hath been reckoned a ſtudy well befitting the dignity of a 
King, yea of Solomon who was the wiſeſt K:#g that ever was, and a Type 
of our Saviour Chriſt. But to recurne to the vegetable. 

Such are ſaid to be vegetable as have in them a lively power of growing, 
budding, leafing, bloſſoming, and fruFifying, as T: ces, Plants, Herbs, Graf, 
ec. and of theſe ſome grow on. Trunks or ſolid bodies, ſoine upon flexible ' 
Stalk: : ſome again grow upon a ſingle Stemme, as commonty all Trees do, 
ſome upon manifold Stemmes,as Shrubs, Roſes, Ec. 

Trees are certain Plants, ſpringing from a root with a fingle Truk or 
Stemme (for the moſt part) ſhooting up 1n height, and delineated with 
lims, ſprigs or branches. Of theſe Trees ſome are more proper to hot Coun- 
tries, as the Frankincenſe tree to Arabia; the Baiſamum, Myrrhe, Mace, and 
Nutmeg trees, as alſo the Pepper trees, and ſuch like, which chictly grow in 
India, the Plane tree in Fgypt and Arabia; the Pomegranate in Africa, (c. 

which I purpoſely paſſe over,and will onely give examples of other ſorts 
tous better known, whether they be Trees fruitfull or barren, In giving 
examples whereof I purpole not to obſerve any preciſe order, but to 
mingle them pe/-mel one with another, becauſe I huld ſuch curious ſor- 
ting them, better fitting a profefſor of Phyſick, or ſome Herbaliit,than an 
Armoriſt to whom it ſufficeth to ſhew ſuperficially, that theſe, and their

Atthe 
firſt approach of King William the Conqueror , the 
green bougbs of trees, borne by Souldiers, ſerved for 
an excellent Siratagemr of defence ; and as helpfull 
an inſtrument of offence to the enemy may this 
trunk«d tree be, when other helps are wanting to 
the belizgers.
